In  coiniiiflj  spi  tially  htjfore  you  for  aid  at  lliis  time,  we  feel  that  it 
1^  not  necessary  to  enter  into  tlie  question  of  the  importance  of  this 
Mission.  I  iial  is  generally  acknowledged,  as  shown  by  your  libe- 
ral contributions  heretofore  for  its  support.  The  only  complaint 
has  been  the  need  of  more  laborers  in  so  large  and  destitute  a 
field  ;  and  many  assurances  have  been  received  from  contributors 
that  an  additional  Missioni'.ry  would  be  supported. 

With  these  encouragements  we  l.ist  year  succeeded  in  ju'ocurinff 
the  services  of  Mr.  Musgrove,  a  most  excellent  and  well  qualified 
»nan,  to  aid  Mr.  Masscy,  or  rather  to  divide  the  field  with  him. 
We  append,  from  the  published  report  of  last. year,  a  statement 
of  the  work  performed  by  tliom,  so  far  a-  statistics  can  show, 
eshilnting  an  earnest  and  faithful  service,  rt'ith  promise  of  great 
and  blessed  results.

Tn  employing  a  second  oMissionary,  we  have  of  course  largely 
increas<id  our  expenditure,  whicli  the  last  year's  rate  of  8ubscri|»- 
tioiis  will  not  be  sufficient  to  meet.  \Vt  are  in  debt  to  our  Trea- 
surer IVoni  one  hundred  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  dolliirs,  and  nnust 
s<»on  be  more  deeply  involved  unless  you  come  promptly  and  liber- 
ally to  our  assistance. 

The  expenses  of  the  Mission,  including  salaries,  house  rent, 
tracts,  jrapers  for  distribution  among  young  men,  Sec,  amount  in 
all  to  about  twelve  hundred  dollars  ($1200)  annually,  while  the 
contributions  last  year  amounted  only  to  one  thousand  and  thirty 
dollars  twenty-three  cents  ($1030  liSc.)  Our  Tieasury  is  not 
deficient  to  the  extent  of  this  difference  only,  because  Mr.  Mus- 
grove  was  not  in  our  employ  the  whole  of  tlie  year. 

We  are  quite  well  aware  of  the  number  and  importance  of  the 
foreign  and  domestic  objects  presented  to  your  benevolent  sympa- 
thies ;  but  while  the  destitute  abroad  are  cared  for,  we  pray  you 
do  not  neglect  those  in  your  own  streets — counting  houses,  yea, 
even  perhaps  beside  your  own  hearth  stones,  who  are  perishing  for 
lack  of  the  Bread  of  Life.  For  these  our  Missionaries  spend  and 
are  spent,  and  we  are  confident  that  this  simple  presentment  of  the 
wants  and  claims  of  the  City  Mission  of  tlie  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association,  will  insure  for  it  a  hearty  and  abundant  support.
